Spring Weekend Trip to Mingo 
National Wildlife Refuge 


We are pleased to announce a spring weekend trip to Mingo National 
Wildlife Refuge from Friday, April 23 to Sunday, April 25. For those of 
you who have never been there, the official Mingo Motto is "It's a 
Swamp Thang". Due to Mingo's far southern Missouri location and 
diverse habitat, 247 species of birds have been recorded there plus 
numerous accidentals. We can expect bird diversity at its height during 
this trip; we'll see lots of warblers and huge amounts of shorebirds. In 
addition to touring Mingo, we will visit the Otter Slough and Duck Creek 
areas as well. Our species count should top 75! The trip is being led by 
Mike Grant and many of our most experienced birder's are planning to 
attend. 


The trip is limited to 25 people. We have pre-reserved 14 rooms at 
Miller's Motor Lodge, 573 222-8579 www.millersmotorlodge.com, in 
Wappapello near the Refuge for Friday and Saturday nights.

Conservation Report

AUDUBON MISSOURI PUBLIC POLICY COM- 
MITTEE MEETING: Conservation chairpersons 
from Audubon chapters across the state met in 
Columbia, MO on February 21 to review what the 
chapters were doing in the areas of conservation and 
public policy. In addition to St. Louis, chapters from 
Kansas City, Columbia, Jefferson City and Rolla were 
represented. We also reviewed the upcoming pro- 
posed legislative bills that will have environmental 
implications and determined the actions Audubon will 
take in supporting or opposing the various bills. 
STATE WILDLIFE GRANTS: Audubon representa- 
tives from State Offices and chapters from 17 states 
convened on Capitol Hill on February 24-25 to urge 
members of Congress to support the highest funding 
levels possible for the State Wildlife Grants program. 
The program provides states with the resources they 
critically need for effective bird and other wildlife 
conservation and restoration efforts, including the 
Important Bird Area program. Roger Still, Audubon 
Missouri Executive Director, and Rick Thom, 
Missouri Department of Conservation, were in atten- 
dance and had productive meetings with some of 
Missouri's key legislators, including Senator Kit 
Bond. 

U.S. ARMY CORPS OF ENGINEERS UPPER 
MISSISSIPPI & ILLINOIS RIVERS NAVIGA- 
TION STUDY: There are two ways you can help the 
more than 326 bird species that make their home 
along the Upper Mississippi and Illinois Rivers. 
Recently, the Corps announced their preliminary draft 
plan for navigation improvements and environmental 
restoration on these two rivers. The plan covers the 
Mississippi River from Minneapolis, Minnesota 
downstream to Cairo, Illinois and all of the Illinois 
River from Chicago to its confluence with the 
Mississippi River near St. Louis. The plan is a result 
of a Congressionally mandated study that began in 
1991 and must be completed by November of this 
year. The Corps' current version of the plan proposes 
a 50-year time frame that could include 10 new locks 
on the Mississippi River and 2 new locks on the 
Illinois River along with numerous other lesser 
improvements to improve navigation efficiency - at a 
potential total cost of about $2.3 billion dollars. On 
the ecosystem side, the Corps is proposing, over the 


next 50 years, to restore a portion of the river's 
ecosystem (that has been lost over the last 60-100 
years) through changing how they manage water lev- 
els, by restoring backwaters, side channels and 
islands, and by building fish passages at selected 
locks. The Corps is recommending a 50-year $5.3 bil- 
lion ecosystem restoration framework, but would only 
ask for a 7-12 year authorization of about $1 billion. 
Because the ecosystem restoration is so desperately 
needed, Audubon believes Congress should spend 
twice as much over the next 50 years --but we are not 
sure that all of the navigation system improvements 
are needed. Audubon supports the Corps' proposal to 
immediately implement small scale, non-structural 
measures to improve congestion at locks along the 
rivers, but Audubon does not support authorizing 
these new and expanded locks until the Corps can 
demonstrate that increased river traffic justifies their 
expense. The Corps should continue to improve its 
forecasting abilities and evaluate the costs and bene- 
fits of more expensive work over the next 2-5 years. 
And we need your help! Go to http://www.capitol- 
connect.com/audubon/summary.asp?sub- 
ject=287&flow=2 to learn more about what's at stake 
along this critical flyway and how you can help 
weigh-in with a study that will have a significant 
impact on the flyway. And go to www.capitol.con- 
nect.com/audubon/summary.asp?subject=202&flo 
w=2 to learn more about what Congress can do to 
help the Upper Mississippi River. The Corps will 
host a public input meeting in St. Louis in June (we'll 
let you know of the date as soon as it's available) in 
which our members are encouraged to attend to speak 
up for ecosystem restoration on the Mississippi River. 
This is my last Conservation Report for the newslet- 
ter, as my three-year term as Vice President 
Conservation is expiring this month. However, I will 
remain active on the board in various other capacities. 
I am extremely impressed with the commitment to 
conservation at the local, state and national levels of 
the Audubon organization. I encourage all of our 
members to participate in and take advantage of 
opportunities to have their voices heard in promoting 
conservation of birds and the habitats they depend 
upon.

How to get there. 
Busch Conservation Area - Take U.S.40/I-64 west 
into St. Charles County. Take Hwy 94 south from U.S 
40 about | mile to Hwy D. Turn right and go about 
1.5 miles to the entrance on the right. Turn left at the 
"T" to Hampton Lake and meet in the parking lot. 
For trips using a H.Q starting point turn right at the 
8 Ta 
Castlewood State Park - Take Big Bend west from 
I-270 for about 6 miles. Turn left on Ries Road. 
Follow Ries to its termination, then turn left into the 
Park. Park in lot on right just before the first small 
stream. 
Columbia Bottom - Take Riverview Blvd north from 
the northern leg of I-270 and go 2.8 miles to 
Columbia Bottom entrance on the right. Go 1.7 miles, 
past the Visitor's Center, and meet at the River Access 
Parking lot. 
Forest Park - Take Hampton Ave north from I-64 
(Hwy 40 to locals) in St. Louis City. For Art 
Museum starts follow the signs to the Art Museum 
then park on the street behind the Art Museum. 
Meet at the edge of the woods. For Wells Drive start- 
turn left onto Wells Drive at the first traffic light after 
Hampton crosses over I-64/Hwy 40. Follow Wells 
past the Zoo and look for the MDC trailhead signs on 
the right. 
Gaddy Bird Garden in Tower Grove Park - I-44 or 
I-64 to south Kingshighway. Go about | mile to left 
on Magnolia. Park on street; walk to the brushy area 
(Gaddy Bird Garden) at the northwest corner of the 
park. 
Horseshoe Lake - Take I-70 east across the Poplar 
Street Bridge. Exit at Hwy 111 (exit 6) and turn left. 
Go about 2 miles to the State Park entrance (on the 
left). Meet at 1st parking lot on the right. 
Lost Valley Trail - From the intersection of Hwy 40 
and Hwy 94 just over the Missouri River in St. 
Charles County, take Hwy 94 south (the signs say 
west but you are going south) 5.7 miles to the Lost 
Valley Trailhead on the right. 
Shaw Nature Reserve - I-44 west from I-270 to Gray 
Summit (Hwy 100). Cross over I-44 on Hwy 100. 
Follow Hwy 100 one block to entrance. (Entrance 
fee $3.00 per person.) 
Wildwood Trailhead of Al Foster Trail - From I-44 
go north on hwy 109 to Old State Rd. Go right on 
Old State Rd then take a quick first right on 


Washington Ave. Washington turns into Grand. 
Follow it to the parking lot on the left. Or from 


Manchster take Old State Rd south until it almost 
intersects with Hwy 109 and go left on Washington.
